General Felix Diaz in Mexico City 
has 
proclaimed 
himself 
privisiona» 
president of Mexico, denouncing Fran 
cisco Madcro as an enemy to the re- 
public. 


Madero has disappeared from the 
national palace and is reported to be 
in hiding with his family in Vera 
Cruz, ready to flee from the country. 


Many bodies of the 300 victims who 
fell in Sunday’s fighting when the 
revolutionists 
captured the arsenal, 
were still lying in the streets and 
plazas. 
One thousand men and wo­ 
men were wounded in the attack of 
the insurgent forces under General 
Bernardo 
Reyes, who was shot to 
death, and General Diaz against the 
national palace. 


Most of General Blanquet’s army of 
1000 federals, the “flower of the gov­ 
ernment arm y/’ after reaching the 
city refused to fire upon the insur­ 
gents and helped to burn the bridges 
around the city to keep federal troops 
from entering. 


Five thousand Indians and Zapatist 
revolutionists are on the way to the 
capital. 


As many dead bodies were secretly 
removed from the streets the exact 
number of dead was not known, al* 
though it was 
generally placed at 
300. Some estimated it far above this 
number. 


Bands of mutineers marched around 
the streets shouting 
that 
Madon 
would have to pay for the death o. 
Reyes with his own life. No doubt ex­ 
isted in the minds of those who look 
ed upon the fanatical insurgents that 
Madero 
will 
be 
summarily' put to 
death if captured. 


Madero in person led the national 
* palace troops that resisted the first 
attack Sunday, although there was 
mutiny in his own ranks. Madero's 
own bodyguard hanged four officers 
of the national palace troops for re­ 
fusing to join the uprising. 


A tragic sequence of the death of 
General Bernardo Reyes in the fight­ 
ing Sunday was the suicide of his son, 
Rodolfo. He shot himself through the 
head. Grief over his father’s death 
was the cause. He w.as a well-known 
atttorney. 


The mutinous troops were led by 
the students of the military school al 
Tialpam, a suburb. They marched to 
the frison to which General Felix 
Diaz had been transferred for safe­ 
keeping and released him. 
General 
Reyes was also freed from the San­ 
tiago military prison, there being no 
resistance in either place. 


To the army of the mutineers quick­ 
ly came members of the First cavalry, 
Twenty-fourth cavalry and Twentieth 
infantry. General Manuel Mondragon, 
retired, was in command, but gave 
way to Generals Diaz and Reyes. 


The first encounter with the loyal 
troops occurred in front of the na­ 
tional palace. Among the scores of 
bodies which strewed the streets were 
thoes of minor officers, women and 
boys of the lower classes and mem­ 
bers of the great crowd which had 
assembled at the firing of the first 
shot. 


General Reyes was shot down at 
the first fire, as was Dr. Espinosa do 
los Monteros, a Reyes leader of na­ 
tional prominence. 


General Lauro Villar, 
post 
com 
mander of the capital, who remained 
loyal, 
was 
among 
those 
slightly 
wounded. The minister of war, Gen­ 
eral Garcia Pena, received a minor in­ 
jury of the head. 


At the first call to arms President 
Madero took command of a force of 
approximately 
10U0, 
consisting 
of 
mounted police, Chapultepec 
cadets 
and a small detachment of volunteers. 


When 
the 
fighting in the Zacalo 
plaza ceased ambulances of the Red 
and White Cross picked up the dead 
and^succored the wounded. The plaza 
an area of four city blocks, was cov­ 
ered with the bodies of men and of 
borses. Within the palace there were 
few victims. 
Colonel Morelos, one 
of the most loyal of Madero*» adher­ 
ents, however, was killed. 


A truce was called and papers of 
surrender were formally signed. This 
victory gave to the rebels a majority 
of all the cannon in the city and left 
to 
President 
Madero probably not 
more than 25 per cent of the capital's 
fighting force.

John Paul Farrell, a janitor in New 
York city, has confessed that he st>nt 
to Bernard Herrera last Sunday the 
bomb which resulted in the death of 
Mrs. Herrera and serious injury to 
Herrera and to 
Miss Fughtman, 
boar. er. 


Then Farrell astonished the police 
by calmly reciting that he sent the 
bomb which killed Mrs. Helen Taylor 
a year ago, adding that Mrs. Taylor 
was his daughter. Next Farrell solved 
the mystery surrounding the sending 
of a bomb last year to Judge Otto Ro 
salsky. Finally he explained the death 
of “Kid” Walker, slain in 18S7. 


He slew Mrsfl Taylor, he said, be 
cause she was his daughter and had 
gone wrong. “Kid” Walker was killed, 
he declared, by a man named Lie- 
strange because * Walker had caused 
Mrs. Taylor's downfall. 


The attempt on Judge Rosalsky’s 
life, he added, was made becanse the 
judge had sentenced a criminal, un­ 
named, to twenty years' imprisonment. 
The bomb was sent to the judge by n 
man who was known to Farrell only 
as “Tony.” 


Herrera's life was sought, Farrell 
said, because Herrera had said that Iu> 
would discharge him from his job as 
janitor. Farrell was employed at the 
apartment house where Herrera is su 
perintendent. 


Before the astonished detectives, the 
maker of deadly bombs constructed a 
dummy infernal machine, explained 
how he made it, what he put into it, 
how it operated and what the damage 
would be to the person who should 
open it. 
Tne 
Taylor and Rosalsky 
bombs, he said, were entrusted to the 
mails. 


Three Killed In Crash. 


Coroner Halver Harley, of Pleas 
antville, near Atlantic City, N. J., has 
started a probe to establish responsi 
bility for a collision which cost the 
Jives of three men and narrowly miss 
ed causing a big railroad wreck and 
heavy casualties, when a bridge train 
from Broad street station, Philadel 
phia, crashed into a ponderous auto 
mobile moving van of the Petry-Siicox 
company, of Trenton, at the Shore 
road crossing of the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad at Absecon, ten miles from 
Atlantic City. 


Robert C. Race, Clarence Baldaufl 
and George Corbett, the crew of thf 
van, all residents of Trenton, were the 
three victims. 
Race was killed in the 
crash; the others died later of their 
injuries. 


The train is said to have been vo 
ing seventy miles an hour at the time 
The jolt of the collis'on shook up iht 
passengers. 
One was bruised by bo 
ing thrown against a car *jeat.

lapse. 


On the insistence of his physiciai 
the examination of Mr. Rocketeilei 
was then discontinued. 


Ilepresntalive Pujo, chairman of tlu 
probe committee, made the following 
statement: 


“Mr. Rockefeller’s condition is sim 
ply pitiable. 
He not only shakes like 
a leaf all over his body, but atter tht 
first question he began to cough con 
vuisively and it was evident that he 
was laboring under great excitemont 
and that he was on tuo verge of col 
lapse. 


“He had to whisper slowly the few 
words he spoke into the ear of the 
stenographer who sat beside him. Thh 
he did with the greatest difficulty 
shakink like a leaf all the while. 


“Such a thing as an examinatiou 
would be impossible. As soon as Dr 
Chappell 
intervened and requestec 
that the hearing proceed no furthei 
on the ground stated by him to Mr 
Untermyer, I felt that it would be dan 
gerous and inhuman to go further unc 
I thereupon ‘ordered the suspension oi 
the examination.” 


Mr. Untermyer asked Mr. Roeko 
feller several preliminary questions 
and then inquired if he recalled Ju 
organization of tho Amalgamated Cop 
per company. 


“I do,” Mr Rockefeller reolicd. 
“Was it in 1893?” Mr. .jntermyei 
went on. 


With a great effort Mr. Rofkefellei 
replied: “1 think it was in 
He did not complete the sentence 
The action of tho muscles of his tact 
and the secretion from his mouth evi 
dently presaged tho choking spell tha« 
Dr. Chappell feared. The physician in 
terfered. 
Dr. Chappell said:

Mrs. Gilmore said she induced her 
husband to take her to a moving pic­ 
ture show. 
On the way home she 
askod him to take a short cut up an 
alley. In the alley she said Lynn fired 
the fatal shot. 


Gilmore staggered and said: 
"My 
God, honey, I’m killed!” 


After 
shooting Gilmore, she said, 
Lynn took tho gun and beat him over 
the head. 


Kill Official and Nurse. 


Edouard Peltier, a high official of 
the French department of Justice, wa* 
murdered in his residence in Paris. 


A woman nurse, who was attending 
him, also was killed. 


The double murder is believed to 
have been committed by an uncap­ 
tured accomplice of the gang of auto­ 
mobile bandits, whose trial is going 
on In Paris. It is supposed that the 
crime was intended as an act of ven­ 
geance and warning. 


Peltier formerly was chief of the 
bureau of pardons at the ministry of 
justice, but 
had 
been 111 for some 
time. 
He was a man of considerable 
wealth. 
He was found strangled in a 
chair in his library. The nurse’s body 
lay in another room, where, from all 
appearances, she had been hacked to 
death with an axe. 
About $1000 ia 
cash was stolen. 


The fire chief stumbled over some­ 
thing on the floor and, reaching down, 
picked up the terribly burned body of 
his mother. He carried the woman into 
a neighboring house, where she died 
soon afterward. 


The aged woman’s daughter, Miss 
Mary Curran, who attempted to save

floor, and in the fight with the flames 
Miss 
Curran 
was burned over th#* 
greater part of her body.

FUNDAMENTAL BASIS OF LIFE 


Protoplasm Has Furnished the Scien­ 
tists With a Most Interesting Sub­ 
ject for Discussion. 


A self-illuminating car paint has

Passenger* Dreaded Addition of R a g ­ 
ing Uont, Tiger and 
Elephant to 
Fury of Storm and Flam*»— Saved 
by Revenue Cutter.

UT of a total of ninety-three per­ 
sons, 
twenty-nine passengers 
and eight of/the crew of the 
steamship Royal Tar perished 
when she burned off Fox Island on her 
way from 8t. John, N. B.t to Bastport 
und Portland, Me., Oct. 25, 1836, and 
with her went down a small circu« 
and museum that the Teasel was trans­ 
porting. 


The Royal Tar left St. John for East- 
port and Portland on Friday, Oct. 21, 
having a crew of twenty-one and sev­ 
enty-two passengers, or a total of nine­ 
ty-three persons. 
She also carried 
Burgess' collection of serpents and 
birds, Dexter*» locomotive museum and 
a brass band. 
Among the animals on 
the steamboat were an elephant, six 
horses, two dromedaries, two lionesses, 
one royal Bengal tiger, one gnu and a 
pair of pelicans. 


When the Royal Tar left S t John 
the morning was line in every respect, 
but before the day ended a high wind 
came up, and it was not until Tues­ 
day, the 25th, at 2 o'clock in the aft­ 
ernoon that she got under way and re­ 
sumed her voyage. 


Told by the Captain. 


She had not much more than got out­ 
side when the gale increased in vio­ 
lence, and she ran in for shelter near 
Fox Island. The wind was then blow­ 
ing from the northwest. The story of 
her loss was told by Captain Thomas 
Heed, her master, in these words: 


“The steam being down after we had 
behn at anchor about half an hour, the 
boat was discovered to be on fire im­ 
mediately over the boiler, under the 
deck. The cable was slipped instantly, 
and the fire engine set to work, but in 
five minutes the men could not stand 
at the pump, which was below, the 
smoke nearly suffocating them. 


“At this awful juncture there was a 
rush for the boats, there being only 
two.

MWe succeeded with much difficulty 
in reaching the isle of Haut, in Penob­ 
scot bay, where the people treated us 
with great kindness." 


One of the passengers, Hinson Pat* 
ten by name, gives an acount of the 
affair, which explains the conduct of 
Captain Reed in taking the one re­ 
maining boat. He say»: “Captain Reed 
took charge of the stern boat, with 
two men, and kept her off the steam­ 
boat, which was a very fortunate cir­ 
cumstance, as it was the means of 
saving from forty to fifty persons. 


“It is impossible to describe the ap­ 
palling spectacle which 
the whole 
scene presented—the boat wrapped in 
flames, with nearly 100 souls on board, 
without any hope of relief, rending 
tlie nir with their shriek» for help; the 
caravan of wild beasts on deck, ready 
to tear to pieces all that might escape 
from the flames. The amount of mon­ 
ey and property lost by this disaster 
cannot be less than $126,000.”—Boston 
01obe.

So quickly did she act, this daugh­ 
ter of a banker many times a million­ 
aire, that she had her trunks packed 
and her passage to New York engaged 
before she received a letter from her 
husband, telling the details of this ex­ 
pedition into the heart of tho rubber 
forests of Peru. 


Comforts, luxuries, entertainments; 
without regret she turned from them 
to go to fight side by side with her 
husband who had been chosen by the 
Peruvian government to bring health 
into the most disease-ridden city in 
the world. 


As for his going alone—that was im­ 
possible 
In the first place, Mrs. Con­ 
verse wouldn’t have consented to a 
separation for fwo years. 
In the sec­ 
ond, his duties in Death’s favorite rec­ 
reation ground were such 
that 
lie 
would need the aid of his wife. 


Before accepting tho Peruvian mis­ 
sion. Dr. Converse talked the matter 
over with his brother officers in the 
service. 
They told him that his only 
chance to live to clean up a tropical 
pesthole that is menacing health at 
the Panama canal would be to set up 
in Iquitos a personal establishment, 
governed by the strictest rules of hy­ 
giene. 


He must live in a rat-proof and in- 
sect-proof house, which must be kept 
sterilized from top to bottom to kill 
the death floating in the mlasmic air 
of the jungle. Utensils must be scald­ 
ed always before use; all food must 
be cooked, except fruit, which must 
be scalded; cooked food if touched 
by a fly or other insect, 
must 
he 
thrown away; clothing must bo care­ 
fully sterilized, and only certain fab­ 
rics must be 
worn; the 
house, 
of 
course, must 
be 
kept 
scrupulously 
clean. 


Love Called for Sacrifice. 


Money could not buy tho sort of 
household service tho preservation of 
Dr. Converse's health and life would 
demand; only love could be relied up­ 
on to give such service, never to slip 
in its adherence to the scientific rules 
of hygiene. 
So he must 
take 
his 
young wife with him to tho plague- 
stricken city. 
Her work in maintain­ 
ing a sanitary household in Iquitos 
would be fully as important a part of 
the government mission as her hus­ 
band’s—and fully as dangerous. 


Dr. Converse didn’t need the $1,000 
a month tho 
Peruvian 
government 
contracted to pay him for two > ears’ 
service, 
The Converse family is well 
known in California and has lands 
and wealth in abundance, and young 
George Converse went into the public 
health and marine hospital service be­ 
cause he wanted to amount to some­ 
thing; because a life of uselessness 
held no charms for him. 


“Suburb of Hell.” 


Men who have come out of Iquitos 
alive call it “a suburb of hell.” There 
are no “old inhabitants” in Iquitos. 
They talk of events of a year ago and 
believe they are discussing history. 
Men visit Iquitos as a river visits a 
sunken treasure ship; they enter the 
city as a fireman enters a burning 
building, ready to flee as soon as they 
find that which they seek. 


The rubber trade must 
bear 
the 
blame for this. 
When Charles Good' 
year discovered the process for turn 
ing crude rubber into an article of 
commerce there was a wild rush of 
adventurers into the forest regions of 
South America. 
Here gold grew in 
trees. Rubber gathering is slow work. 
Impatience brought out the brute in 
these men. 
They made slaves of the 
Indians who lived in the montana, as 
the forest region is called. 


Whispered tales began to come out 
of the Amazon rubber district, espe­ 
cially from the Putumayo district at 
the northern end of it--blood curdling 
tales of barbarous cruelties and tor­ 
tures—old women locked Into cribs 
and starved to death because 
they 
were too feeble to gather the quota 
of rubber their drivers demanded of 
them; babies cut in two with one 
stroke of the machete 
when 
their 
mothers protested that 
they 
must 


nurse them instead of working ai mw 
rubber trees; men slaves «hot dead or 
beaten or maimed with tortures. 


After the rubber seekers followed 
the merchants, the dealers and bro­ 
kers in rubber. These pitched a camp 
on a dry bank of the Amazon at the 
eastern edge of the rubber district. 
The camp became the village of Iqui­ 
tos, the town the city of Iquitos with 
15,000 population. 


No Move for Public Safety. 


Tho newcomers, adventurers, were 
too engrossed in their struggles to 
gel. rich to take public measures of 
safMty. 
Thore were no sewers; no ef­ 
fort was made to keep the city clean 
Tho streets grew’ foul with refuse, de­ 
caying food and pools of stagnant wa­ 
ter. 
Occasionally the torrential rains 
of the tropics washed tho filth down 
into the river, but for the most the 
flat city steamed and festered under 
tho equator. 


Horrible pestilences swept off the 
population. 
Swarms of flies, mosqui­ 
toes. rats and other vermin spread 
the contagions. 
On the health charts 
the city is today marked with the 
yellow* star, indicating that 
yellow 
fever always exists there. 
Iquitos is 
the only community of any size left 
on earth where yellow fever is en­ 
demic.

General Felix Diaz in Mexico City 
has 
proclaimed 
himself 
privisivuia» 
president of Mexico, denouncing Fran 
cisco Madcro as an enemy to the re- 
public. 


Madero has disappeared from the 
national palace and is reported to be 
in hiding 
with 
his family in 
Vera 
Cruz, ready to flee from the country. 


Many bodies of the 300 victims who 
fell in 
Sunday's 
fighting 
when 
the 
revolutionists 
captured 
the 
arsenal, 
were 
still lying in the streets 
and 
plazas. 
One thousand men and wo- 
men were wounded in the attack o[ 
the insurgent 
forces under 
General 
Bernardo 
Reyes, who was shot 
to 
death, and General Diaz against the 
national p.nlace. 


Most of General Blanquet's army of 
1000 federals, the "flower of the gov- 
ernment 
army," 
after 
reaching 
the 
city refused to fire upon the insur- 
gents and helped to burn the bridges 
around the city to keep federal troops 
from entering. 


Five thousand Indians and Zapatist 
revolutionists are on the way to the 
capital. 


As many dead bodies were secretly 
removed from the streets the exact 
number of dead was not known, al- 
though 
it was 
generally placed 
at 
300. 
Some estimated it far above this 
number. 


Bands of mutineers marched around 
the streets 
shouting 
that 
Madon 
would have to pay for the death o. 
Reyes with his own life. No doubt ex- 
isted in the minds of those who look 
ed upon the fanatical insurgents that 
Madero 
will 
be 
summaril/ put to 
death if captured. 


Madero in person led the national 
palace troops that resisted the 
first 
attack 
Sunday, 
although 
there 
was 
mutiny in his own 
ranks. 
Madero's 
own 
bocly;iuard hanged 
four oflicers 
of the national palace troops for re- 
fusing to join the uprising. 


A tragic sequence of the death of 
General Bernardo Reyes in the fight- 
ins Sunday was the suicide of his sou. 
Rodolfo. 
He shot himself through the 
head. Grief over his father's 
death 
was the cause. 
He w.as a well-known 
atttorney. 


The mutinous troops were led by 
the students of the military school at 
Tialpam, a suburb. They marched to 
the 
frison to which 
General 
Felix 
Diaz had been transferred for safe- 
keeping and released him. 
General 
Reyes was also freed from the San- 
tiago military prison, there being no 
resistance in either place. 


To the army of the mutineers quick- 
ly came members of the First cavalry, 
Twenty-fourth cavalry and Twentieth 
infantry. 
General Manuel Mondragon, 
retired, was in command, but 
gave 
way to Generals Diaz and Reyes. 


The first encounter with the loyal 
troops occurred in front of the na- 
tional palace. Among the scores of 
bodies which strewed the streets were 
thoes of minor oflicers, women 
and 
boys of the lower classes and mem- 
bers of the great crowd which 
had 
assembled 
at the 
firing 
of the 
first 
shot. 


General Reyes was shot down at 
the first fire, as was Dr. Espinosa do 
los Monteros, a Reyes leader of na- 
tional prominence. 


General Lauro Villar, 
post 
com 
mander of the capital, who remained 
loyal, 
was 
among 
those 
slightly 
wounded. The minister of war. Gen- 
eral Garcia Pena, received a minor in- 
jury of the head. 


At the first call to arms President 
Madero took command of a force of 
approximately 
1000, 
consisting 
of 
mounted police, Chapultepec 
cadets 
and a small detachment of volunteers. 


When 
the 
fighting 
in the Zacalo 
plaza ceased ambulances of the Red 
and White Cross picked up the dead 
and^succored the wounded. The plaza 
an area of four city blocks, was cov> 
ered with the bodies of men and of 
borses. Within the palace there were 
few victims. 
Colonel Morelos, 
one 
of the most loyal of Madero'» adher- 
ents, however, was killed. 


A truce was called and papers of 
surrender were formally signed. This 
victory gave to the rebels a majority 
of all the cannon in the city and left 
to 
President 
Madero probably not 
more than 25 per cent of the capitare 
fighting 
force.

Implement Described That Is Simple 
and Most Efficient—No Danger 
of Crushing Work. 


Tho queerest city in America Is be- 
lieved by many persons to be Duluth, 
guardian of the great port at the head 
of Lake Superior. 
Some one has de- 
scribed it as 20 miles long, a mile 
wide and half a mile high, which fits 
the place very nicely. All about one 
side the hills come down almost to 
the shores of Lake 
Superior, 
that 
great unsalted sea. Right 
on the 
edge of each stretches 
the 
Zenith 
City, made famous by Proctor Knott's 
speech. 


Duluth Is the greatest outdoor town 
in the world. One can catch trout and 
shoot bear, moose and deer within Its 
limits. One fall recently, after a for- 
est fire, 30 black bears were killed 
within its,boundaries. 
In the winter

Quite frequently it becomes neces- 
sary to have a pipe wrench, especially 
for brass tubing, that v/lll not mar tho 
work and yet at the same time will 
permit of using suillcient force to pro- 
duce the required 
results 
without 
crushing the tubing. 


Here is described one of the cheap- 
est, simplest and yet most efilclent of 
pipe 
wrenches. 
It consists of two 
parts: A piece of hard 
wood 
about 
l%xl%xl8 inches 
and a 
piece of 
strong two-inch leather belting* about 
three feet long. The strap should be 
riveted to the wood with rivet heads 
well sunk below the surface of the 
wood on the side opposite the strap 
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Wrench for Polished Brass. 


side of the lever. 
The loose end of 
the strap should have holes punched 
at intervals of one inch or so, to 
made it adjustable to the work, with 
the stud the opposite side of the bar. 


The strap should be turned 
down 
over the «nd of the lever, then up and 
around the opposite end, where it is 
fastened to the stud on the under side. 
The object of 
throwing the 
strap 
around the end of the lever 
rather 
than to fasten it at the end is to in- 
sure a maximum amount of pull on 
the strap 
with 
a 
minimum 
strain 
where it is fastened to the stud. 


Use this device like any other pipe 
wrench. 
To release the wrench for 
another pull, simply pull it away from 
the pipe far enough to allow 
it to 
loosen its grip, and begin for the new 
pull by simply repeating the first op- 
eration. 
The end of the strap must 
not be taken from the stud after it is 
adjusted until the operation of turning 
the pipe Is completed. 


With the use of this wrench an even 
strain is placcd upon t' 
tubing on Its 
entire surface without any possible 
danger of marring or crushing It, 


With a few trials the work can be 
done as quickly as with an open pipe 
wrench. 


HANDY IN FARMER'S KITCHEN

In Year of 1911 27,878.282,094 Tons of 
Metals Mined In U. S. Valued 
at $788.925,043, 


Tho total production of all metals 
in the Dnited States in 1911 was 27.- 
878.282,094 tons, valued at $788.925.- 
046. 
In the volume of "Mineral Re- 
sources," published by the 
United 
States geological survey, is a short 
chapter by H. D. McCaskey that con- 
talus a unique table in which, for tho 
sake of comparison, the production of 
all metals is reduced to short tons. 
Thus, pig iron, with a production from 
both domestic and imported ores of 
2r>.04S,lG2 short tons, valued at $327.- 
324,624, is contrasted with platinum, 
tho production of which was less than 
a ton (0.999 ton), valued at $1.308.- 
480. and gold, with a produrtlon of 
190,704 tons, valued at $114.981.080. 


In the several 
mining 
industries 
various units are commonly employed 
which do not admit 
of 
convenient 
comparison. 
For instance, the pro- 
duction of anthracite coal is always 
stated by the producers in long tons, 
but that of bituminous coal Is given 
in short tons. 
Again, the "flask" (75 
pounds) is the customary unit for tho 
measurement 
of quicksilver, 
except 
where the metric ton is used. The 
Troy ounce is used for measuring the 
precious metals. 


As shown by the tables In this re- 
port, however, the value of the tbtal 
production for 1911 was $86.732,580 
less than that for 1910, 


Another table gives the production 
of domestic crude metallic ores, and 
this, together with imports of foreign 
supplies treated in domestic 
metal 
production, shows the sources from 
which these metals are derived. The 
total production of all ores in 1911 
was 105.258,492 short tons.

It locks like the white of an 
egg, and it can be- analyzed into four 
chemical 
elements—carbon, 
oxygen, 
nitrogen and hydrogen. 
It 
is 
now 
recogni7.ed as the fundamental basis 
for cll life; the smallest particle of 
it goea through what is known as tho 
cycle of life—free 
motion, 
feeling, 
feeding and reproduction. 
When 
In 
some unconscious way It grows mem- 
brane for a covering, or a little nu- 
cleus, a kernel somewhere within It 
—science calls It a cell. 
These cells 
are tho same in plants and animals. 
Prof. Jacques Loeb showed the Im- 
portance of this fact. Although plants, 
he explained, have no nervous 
sys- 
tems, they have 
"instinctive 
move- 
ments." 
In analysis of instincts, he 
bound together, in the cell common to 
them, tho plant and the worm at the 
root of the plant (as some day, per- 
haps, the tree of life and the serpent 
may be bound); and he called their 
reflex actions '^tropisms." 
Then 
he 
pointed out that tropisms are mechan- 
ical acts—that moth and iiy and ivy 
leaf move, in spite of themselves, in 
chemical subjection to light, heat and 
odors (which the scientist calls ema- 
nations").—Prom the Metropolitan.

WITH ZMBOARD 


Disaster In Early Days of 


Steaihoating. 


ANIMALS' ESGAFE FEARED. 


PaBtong«rtt Dreaded Addition of Rag- 
ing Uont, Tiger and 
Elephant 
to 
Fury of Storm and 
Flamaa—Saved 
by Revenue Cutter. 
O 


UT of a total of ninety-three per- 
sons, 
twenty-nlue 
passengers 
nnd eight of^^he crew of the 
steamship Royal Tar perished 
when she burned off Fox Island on her 
way from 8t. John, N. B., to Bastport 
and Portland. Me., Oct. 25, 1836, and 
with her went down a smail clrouH 
and museum that the yessel was trauK- 
portlng. 


The Royal Tar left St. John for East- 
port and Portland on Friday, Oct. 21, 
havinir a crew of twenty-one and sev- 
enty-two passengers, or a total of nine- 
ty-three persons. 
She also 
carried 
Burgess* collection of serpents 
and 
birds, Dexter's locomotive museum and 
a brass band. 
Among the animals on 
the steamboat were an elephant, six 
horses, two dromedaries, two Honesaes. 
one royal Bengal tiger, one gnu and a 
pair of pelicans. 


When the Royal Tar left St. John 
the morning was fine in every respect, 
but before the day ended a high wind 
came up, and it was not until Tues- 
day, the 25th, at 2 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon that she got under way and re- 
sumed her voyage. 


Told by the Captain. 


Bhe had not much more than got out- 
side when the gale increased In vio- 
lence, and she ran In for shelter near 
Fox island. The wind was then blow- 
ing from the northwest. 
The story of 
her loss was told by Captain Thomas 
Reed, her master, in these words: 


•*The steam being down after we had 
befen at anchor about half an hour, the 
boat was discovered to be on fire im- 
mediately over the boiler, under the 
deck. The cable was slipped instantly, 
and the fire engine set to work, but in 
five minutes the men could not stand 
at the pump, which was below, the 
smoke nearly suffocating them, 


"At this awful Juncture there was a 
rush for the boats, there being only 
two. 
Sixteen of the passengers and

cnew took the largest boat and went 
away before the wind, which blew so 
hard they were afraid to bring her to. 
1 got po.s.sci-'sion of the Jolly boat, with 
two n eu, -'t.'v Sherwood and Mr, Fow 
ler, nijil a Uian belonging to the cara- 
van junii)od overboard and we picked 
him up. 


Saved by Revenue Cutter. 


"In about half an hour we saw a 
schooner coming to us, which proved 
to be the United States revenue cutter 
Veto, Captain Dyer, who rendered UB 
every assistance in his power. 
He ran 
the cutter close to the burning steam- 
er, then In a sheet of flames, and suc- 
ceeded in taking out forty passengers, 
Who must have perished had not the 
cutter come to our assistance. 


"We succeeded with much diiBculty 
In reaching the isle of Haut, in Penob- 
scot bay, where the people treated us 
with great kindness." 


One of the passengers, Hinson Pat- 
^ n by name, gives an acount of the 
affair, which explains the conduct of 
Captain Reed in taking the one re- 
maining boat. He says: "Captain Reed 
took charge of the stern boat, with 
two men, and kept her off the steam- 
boat, which was a very fortunate cir- 
cumstance, as It was the means of 
saving from forty to fifty persons. 


"It is impossible to describe the ap- 
palling 
spectacle 
which 
the 
whole 
scene presented—the boat wrapped in 
flumes, witJi nearly lOO souls on board, 
without any hope of relief, rending 
Tile fllr with their shrieks for help; the 
caravan of wild beasts on deck, ready 
to tear to pieces all that might escape 
from the flumes. The amount of mon- 
ey and property lost by this disaster 
cannot be less than |li25,0(K>."—lioston 
t^lob*.

Would Brook No Delay, 


So quickly did sho act, this daugh- 
ter of a banker many times a million- 
aire, that she had hor trunks packed 
and her passage to New York engaged 
before she received a letter from her 
husband, tolling the details of this ex- 
pedition into the heart of tho rubber 
forests of Peru. 


Comforts, luxuries, entertainments; 
without regret she turned from them 
to go to fight side by side with hor 
husband who had been chosen by the 
Peruvian government to bring health 
into the most disease-ridden city in 
tho world. 


As for his going alone—that was im- 
possible 
In the first place, Mrs. Con- 
verse wouldn't have consented to a 
separation for Jiwo years. 
In the sec- 
ond, his duties in Death's favorite rec- 
reation ground were such 
that

Monoy could not buy tho sort of 
household service tho preservation of 
Dr. Converse's health and life would 
demand; only love could be relied up- 
on to give such service, never to slip 
in its adherence to tho scientific rules 
of hygiene. 
So he must

stricken city. 
Her work in maintain- 
ing a sanitary household 
in 
Iquitos 
would be fully as important a part of 
the government mission as lier hus- 
band's—and fully as dangerous.

contracted to pay him for two > ears' 
service. 
The Converse family is well 
known in California and 
has 
lands 
and wealth in abundance, and young 
George Converse went into the public 
health and marine hospital service be- 
cause he wanted to amount to some- 
thing; 
because a life of uselessness 
held no charms for him.

Men who have come out of Iquitos 
alive call it "a suburb of hell/' There 
are no "old inhabitants" in Iquitos. 
They talk of events of a year ago and 
believe they are discussing 
history. 
Men visit Iquitos as a river visltB a 
sunken treasure ship; they enter the 
city as a 
fireman 
enters 
a 
burning 
building, ready to fiee as soon as they 
find that which they seek. 


The rubber trade must 
bear 
the 
blame for this. 
When Charles Good- 
year discovered the process for turn 
ing crude rubber into an article of 
commerce there was a wild rush of 
adventurers into the forest regions of 
South Ameriaa. 
Here gold grew in 
trees. 
Rubber gathering is slow work. 
Impatience brought out the brute In 
these men. 
They made slaves of tbe 
Indians who lived in the montana, as 
tho forest region is called. 


Whispered tales began to come out 
of the Amazon rubber district, espe- 
cially from the Putuniayo district at 
the northern c-nd of it--blood curdling 
tales of barbarous cruelties and tor- 
tures—old 
women locked into

There were no sewers; no ef- 
for% was mado to keep the city clean. 
The streets grew foul with refuse, de- 
caying food and pools of stagnant wa- 
ter. 
Occasionally the torrential rains 
of the tropics washed tho filth down 
into tlie river, but for the most the 
flat city steamed and festered under 
tho equator. 


Horrible pestilences swept off the 
population.
